(«)  (C)  During  the  reporting  period  fire  significant  each**  vtre  dis¬ 

covered  by  OS  troops.  One  cool  sting  of  106  RrG-2  rounds,  lib  75*m  RB  romds 
and  90  pounds  of  1ST  was  discovered  daring  land  clearing  operations.  Another 
cache  of  caliber  .51  anunltien  ms  found  a  short  distance  amy  by  the  security 
force  for  the  land  clearing  operations.  Two  different  caches  of  grenades  and 
explosives  mre  discovered  by  OS  force*  in  the  •Pineapple*  plantation  during 
the  detailed  searches  conducted  there.  A  volunteer  lnfcraant  led  OS  troops 
to  19  rounds  of  82nm  sorter  and  small  arms  aamo*  A  HqI  Chanh 

led  RVMAF  forces  to  a  medium  sine  cache  of  small  arma  ana  73am  RR  rnmnaltian. 
Generally,  eneny  cache  activities  remained  at  a  fairly  leer  level  during  the 
period.  Host  caches  had  bean  la  place  four  to  six  months  at  the  time  of  dis¬ 
covery.  The  most  recent  oacha  discoveries,  however,  have  been  recently  enlaced, 
indicating  renewed  attempts  to  establish  forward  caches  which  had  been  seriously 
depleted  by  OS  and  allied  foroes. 

(b)  (C)  SUB,  Red  Ease,  firefly,  and  Sniffer  missions  have  again  bean  em¬ 

ployed  extensively  with  results  similar  to  tha  last  two  reporting  periods. 

Ground  radar  esgilayed  in  conjunction  with  Dufflebsg  censor  devices  have  been 
quite  successful  in  detecting  enemy  movement  to  and  from  the  AO.  Hmnmmnt  at 
night  within  the  AO  has  continued  to  decline.  It  appears  that  nagfct  ■ornament 
Into  or  out  of  the  AO  by  groqpa  larger  than  3-5  personnel  has  virtually  been 
eliminated.  One  problem  which  still  remains  is  stopping  daylight  Infiltration 
along  major  LOC's  leading  Into  the  Saigon  area.  This  is  a  job  whlrh  can  bast 
be  done  by  Vietnamese  civil  and  military  authorities  at  their  control  points. 

(e)  (C)  Ranger  Teams  from  Co  "0"  (Ranger),  75th  Infantry,  have  operated 
continuously  with  tha  battalions  both  within  and  outside  tha  Brigade  AO.  During 
tha  period  they  accounted  for  six  enemy  DA*  provided  valuable  unit  identifica¬ 
tions,  and  confirmed  that  the  tneay  normally  operates  in  groups  of  one  to  ttuwe 
personnel  when  in  or  near  tha  Brigade  AO.

(3)  (C)  During  tha  raportlng  parlod  tha  Brigade  continued  pacification, 
security,  and  counter  rocket/aortur  operations  in  l(s  assigned  AO  north  and 
west  of  Saigon.  Craat  emphasis  was  again  put  on  night  operations.  The  1st 
Battalion,  508th  Infantry  operated  In  tha  Ho  Bo  Hoods  araa  for  24  days  under 
tha  operational  control  of  tha  US  25th  Infantry  Division.  In  June,  a  shift 
In  tha  location  of  tha  199th  Light  Infantry  Brigade  greatly  expanded  tha 
3/82' s  AO  to  Include  tha  araa  southwest  of  Saigon  known  as  tha  Pineapple. 
Battalion  AO's  ware  expanded  to  cover  tha  additional  terrain.  Each  battalion 
waa  rotatad  into  tha  Pineapple  to  operate  there  f  r  a  parlod  of  twenty  to 
thirty  days.

(1)  During  the  period  1  May  1969  to  7  July  1969  the  battalion  operated 
out  of  FB  All  American  (XT7 43005).  Standard  procedure  was  to  have  one  rifle 
company  securing  FB  All  American  while  three  rifle  companies  operated  In  the 
battalion  AO.  Company  E  secured  the  Cau  Bond  Bridge  (XT682020)  and  conducted 
waterborne  operations  along  the  Hoc  Mon  Canal  using  engineer  assault,  boats, 
elrboata  end  Keener  akl  barges.  Daily  operations  were  platoon  alee  searches, 
eagle  flights,  and  searches  conducted  with  RF/PF  forces.  Extensive  ambushes 
and  roving  petrols  were  employed  to  atop  night  enemy  movement  and  prevent 
the  rocketing  of  targets  from  within  the  A0. 
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(2)  During  the  period  7  July  1969  to  31  July  1969  the  battalion  op¬ 
erated  out  of  FB  Chris  (XS634730).  E  Company  secured  the  battalion  CP  so 
that  all  four  companies  could  operate  In  the  field.  A  rotation  system  was 
established  so  that  the  companies  spent  nine  (9)  days  In  the  field  In  the 
Pineapple  Area  and  then  they  rotated  for  three  (3)  days  to  FB  Barbara  and 
FB  Kathy  where  they  conducted  waterway  and  canal  denial  operations.  The 
companies  were  spread  along  the  Vam  Co  Dong  River  In  the  western  half  of 
the  AO  from  FB  Barbara  (XS375856)  to  Ben  Luc  (XS625765).  Dally  operations 
Included  company  size  combat  assaults,  platoon  size  searches,  platoon  size 
"Popper"  missions  and  platoon  size  RIFs.  Extensive  use  of  airmobile  opera¬ 
tions  (Popper  Missions)  was  employed  In  the  eastern  naif  of  the  AO  where  It 
was  too  vet  to  maintain  troops  for  any  length  of  time.  Each  company  employed 
an  average  of  7-8  ambushes  per  night  to  prevent  enemy  movement  through  the 
AO.  In  addition  to  securing  the  battalion  CP,  E  Company  conducted  daily 
combined  operations  with  the  US  Navy.  Both  Joint  ground  and  airmobile  op¬ 
erations  were  conducted  with  the  RF/PF  Forces. 

2.  Tactics  and  Techniques:  The  following  Tactics  and  Techniques  were  em¬ 
ployed  during  the  period  1  May  1969  -  31  July  1969. 

a.  Platoon  Size  Searches:  Operations  larger  than  platoon  size  In  this  AO 
had  proved  to  be  fruitless  because  of  the  advance  warning  given  by  large  num¬ 
bers  of  troops.  Platoon  or  nailer  size  elements  were  given  areas  to  conduct 

a  detail  search.  The  searchers  used  probing  rods,  mine  detectors  and  physically 
searched  canal  banka  and  streamlines. 

b.  Popper  Missions:  Popper  missions  are  eagle  flights  conducted  against 
hard  Intelligence.  Sniffer  missions,  agent  reports,  sightings  by  aerial 
observers  and  radar  targets  were  used  to  select  likely  targets  for  the  popper 
missions.  The  techniques  employed  with  popper  missions  was  to  use  two  platoons 
per  company.  Generally  only  the  light  half  of  the  airmobile  company  (3  slicks) 
was  available  and  consequently  18  men  participated  per  platoon.  The  company 
commander  waa  picked  up  in  the  Command  and  Control  Ship  before  the  slicks 
picked  up  the  troops.  An  LZ  was  Identified  and  only  gunshlp  LZ  prepara¬ 
tions  were  utilized.  Once  the  first  element  was  inserted,  the  company  com¬ 
mander  directed  the  troops  on  the  ground  while  the  slicks  were  enroute  to 

pick  up  the  second  platoon.  Once  the  second  platoon  was  airborne,  a  second 
LZ  was  Identified,  often  several  kilometers  from  the  first  LZ,  and  the  troops 
Inserted  irto  it.  The  slicks  were  sent  to  refuel  and  shut  down  at  a  near¬ 
by  airfield,  usually  Due  Hoa  (XS5996)  or  Tan  An  (XS5563).  Troops  were  general¬ 
ly  given  3C-4*  minutes  on  the  ground  before  they  were  extracted  and  Inserted 
Into  a  new  LZ.  Short  Intensive  search  of  a  likely  target,  then  extraction 
to  another  selected  target  if  no  contact  was  made. 
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e.  FalM  Insertions  and  than  Extract  Iona:  In  ordar  to  daeaivo  tna  anewy 
as  to  tba  asset  troop  disposition  falsa  insertions  and  artraetions  wars  fre¬ 
quently  conducted.  falsa  insertions  vara  used  late  in  tba  evening  when  alaaanta 
were  being  inserted  near  their  asdrash  sites,  three  of  four  touchdown  points 
acre  alloyed  with  the  troops  actually  exiting  the  aireraft  at  any  ana  of  the 
touchdown  points.  False  extractions  —re  were  used  in  eon  junction  with  popper 
■lesions.  The  troops  —re  inserted  into  their  final  LZ  about  1615  hours  end 
allowed  to  reaaln  on  the  ground  about  304t5  Minutes.  Whan  it  case  tine  for 
the  extraction,  the  sliekn  returned  to  the  company  CP  where  they  pi  deed  up 
three  to  four  individuals  per  ship.  The—  individuals  slther  laid  on  tha 
floor  or  sat  directly  behind  the  pilot  and  eo-pllot  so  that  they  could  not 
ba  seen  as  the  helicopters  landed.  On—  the  heliooptere  bed  landed,  tha 
passengers  raised  up  cr  slid  to  the  rear  so  that  they  oould  be  seen  as  the 
heliooptere  took  off.

Operation*  in  AO  HERCULES  were  characteriied  by  company  RIF'i,  NDP's, 
ambushoi  on  suspected  enemy  infiltration  routes  and  combat  air  assaults. 

The  operation  terminated  at  1200  hours,  24  Kay  69  when  responsibility  for 
the  area  of  operation  was  reassumed  by  the  2/23  Inf.  On  that  date  the  1-508  (-) 
returned  to  its  assigned  area  of  operation  in  the  3rd  Bde,  82nd  Abn  Dlv  area 
of  operation.  Return  movement  was  conducted  overland  by  convoy  and  by  CH-47 
helicopter. 

Upon  return  to  AO  DETROIT  the  1-308  resumed  operations  in  the  AO  and  security 
of  FSB  HARDCORE  (XS754936)  and  FSB  STEPHANIE  (XS763906).  Operations  were  character¬ 
ised  by  detail  searches,  extensive  night  ambushes  and  joint  RIF's  and  cordon  and 
search  operations  with  the  53rd  RF  Bn.  The  Bn  CP  was  located  at  FSB  HARDCORE. 

On  15  Jun  69,  the  1-508  Inf  assumed  responsibility  of  A0  SWORDFISH  in  addition 
to  AO  DETROIT.  The  concept  of  operation  was  the  l-308(-)  to  move  by  air  and  land 
to  FSB  CLAUDETTE  (XS666926),  FSB  BARBARA  (XS575856),  and  PB  KATHY  (XS627887)  and 
commence  denial  operations  and  stay-behind  ambushes  In  AO  SWORDFISH,  a  known 
enemy  cache  area  and  Infiltration  route.  Elements  of  the  1-508  (•)  moved  by 
UH1D  helicopter  to  FSB  BARBARA,  PB  KATHY,  and  into  the  AO.  The  Bn  CP  and  support 
elements  moved  overland  by  convoy  to  FSB  CLAUDETTE.  Co  B/l-508  moved  to  FSB 
BARBARA  with  2  platoons  operating  in  the  AO,  Co  C(- i/l-S0S  had  security  of  FSB 
CLAUDETTE  and  PB  KATHY,  and  Co  D(-)  2-505  had  2  platoons  operating  in  the  AO. 
Companies  A,  C  and  D/1-508  remained  operational  in  AO  DETROIT  under  the  command 
of  Task  Force  Dry  Devil.  The  task  force  CP  was  located  at  FSB  HARDCORE. 

Operations  in  AO  SWORDFISH  by  the  1-508  (•)  were  characterised  by  combat 
air  assaults,  airmobile  checkpoints.  Popper  Missions,  amphibious  insertions  and 
extractions  by  River  Patrol  Boats  (PBR)  and  Ski  Barges,  stay-behind  sampan 
ambushes,  company  and  platoon  sise  RIF's.  Operations  in  A0  DETROIT  by  Task 
Force  Dry  Devil  consisted  of  detail  searches,  extensive  night  ambushes  and  com¬ 
bined  operations  with  the  S3rd  RF  Bn. 

The  operation  terminated  at  1300  hrs,  7  Jul  69,  when  responsibility  for  AO 
SWORDFISH  was  assumed  by  the  1-505  Inf.  On  that  date  the  1-508  (-)  returned  to 
its  assigned  area  of  operation  (A0  DETROIT)  In  the  3rd  Bde,  82nd  Abn  Dlv  area 
of  operations.  Return  movement  was  conducted  by  UH1D  helicopter  and  overland 
convoy.  The  Bn  CP  was  located  at  FSB  HARDCORE. 

Upon  being  relieved  of  responsibility  for  AO  SWORDFISH  the  1-508  Inf  re¬ 
sumed  operations  In  AO  DETROIT,  the  operations  consisting  of  detail  searches, 
extensive  night  ambushes,  and  combined  operations  with  the  53rd  RF  Bn.

(b)  FH  Radio  Ns  tat  The  Brigade  operates  a  Brigade  Conand  Net,  a  Brigade 
Secure  Net,  and  a  Brigade  Surveillance  Net  primarily  for  tactical  operational 
traffic  and  enters  the  CMAC  Command  and  Secure  Nets. 

(o)  Radioteletypewriter  Net:  The  Brigade  maintains  an  AN/SSB  RTT  net 
including  all  its  subordinate  battalions.  Though  normally  pasting  only  limited 
intelligence  traffic,  the  net  has  proved  invaluable  for  maintaining  administra¬ 
tive  and  casualty  reporting  traffic  with  battalions  operating  ^ap^wily  mmdar 
a  different  headquarters  et  extended  ranges  from  Brigade. 

(2)  Additional  coammicaticna  support  provided  from  outside  the  Brigade 
consists  primarily  of  base  camp  ccraunicatione. 

(a)  At  Coup  Red  Bell  the  69th  signal  Battalion  provides  16  dial  lines  into 
tt- •>  macv  Dial  Telephone  Exchange  and  3  trunks  from  the  Brigade  Chippewa  Main 
amitchboard  to  MACV,  providing  access  to  the  area  system.  At  Tan  Son  Nhut,  the 
Air  rorce  provides  six  dial  linos  from  the  Brigade  Trains  area  to  the  Tan  Son 
Nhut  Dial  Exchange. 

(b)  At  thu  Loi  Poet,  Ccqpany  B/Ut,  36th  Signal  Battalion,  provides  post 
signal  functions  including  a  manual  teleplume  exchange  with  access  to  the  Corps 
ar.  .i  network  and  over-the-counter  communications  oenter  service  with  access  into 
U.r  world-wide  cowiunl  cations  center  network. 


(o)  CMAC  provides  e  radioteletypewriter  set  AN/QRC-1U2  at  Cug>  Red  Ball  for 
for  entry  into  the  CMAC  RTT  net. 

(d)  The  69th  Signal  Battalion  and  the  both  signal  Battalion  provided  tele¬ 
phone  pole  installation  support  to  the  Brigade  for  specific  project*  like  the 
Vlnh  Loc  Signal  civic  action  project. 


(3)  The  Brigade  MARS  Station,  established  on  1  April  1969  and  operated  by 
tlie  ifith  Signal  Coop  any,  completed  tlia  following  numbers  of  MARS  calls  during 
the  reporting  period.

(1)  Kit  Carson  Scouts. 

(a)  OBSERVATION :  In  AO  HERCULES  the  Kit  Carson  Scout  proved  to  be  an 

invaluable  asset* 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  ability  of  the  Kit  Carson  scouts  to  read  the  terrain 
fpr  Information  concerning  energy  mines/booby  traps  «nd  tunnels  and  their  ability 
to  gain  information  frcn  the  local  population  assisted  greatly  in  making  Opera, 
tlon  Dirty  Devil  a  success. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION t  More  Kit  Carson  Scouts  should  be  attached  to  company 
else  units.  A  desirable  number  of  Kit  Carson  per  company  would  be  10.  This 
xnasber  would  allow  the  coapaqy  to  have  at  least  two  per  platoon  and  two  retained 
with  the  company  CP.  For  purposes  of  companionship,  Kit  Carson  Scouts  should 
whenever  possible  be  employed  in  pairs. 

(2)  Fighting  in  built  Up  Areas. 

(a)  Observation:  In  the  built  up  areas  in  AO  HSBULES  all  of  the  house# 
wwrs  connected  by  tunnels  and  had  extremely  well  built  bunkers  cn  the  Interior  of 
the  houses.'  . 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  enemy  would  fire  upon  friendly  forces  freer  one  area  in 
the  village.  Once  Us  location  was  pinpointed  he  would  rapidly  wove  to  another  ' 
section  of  the  village  by  way  of  these  tunnels.  At  this  time  he  would  place  fire 
upon  the  flanks  end  rear  of  the  friendly  forces. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION t  Ubeh  fighting  in  built  up  areas,  marlmna  use  should  be 
made  of  Melon  and  heavy  artillery  with  delayed  action  fuses.  If  TAG  Air  is  ut¬ 
ilised,  750  lb  high  drag  bombs  should  be  used  against  the  bunkers  and  tunnels. 
Troops  searching  tbs  area  must  move  extremely  alow  and  mat  search  several 
buildings  concurrently.  Flamethrowers  should  be  retained  et  the  FSI  where  units 
oan  use  them  to  clear  buildings  and  bunkers. 

(3)  3-3  TOC  sad  S-2  TOC  Cinnh  stlcnas 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  In  MO  HERCULES  there  wrs  s  continuous  flow  of  traffic  on 
the  tactical  eeta  and  a  sufficient  amount  on  the  intelligence  nets  to  warrant  a 
S-3  and  S-2  IOC. 
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(b)  EVALUATION:  Due  to  the  ateady  flow  of  traffic  on  the  operations  nett. 

It  became  extremely  difficult  to  transmit  or  receive  Intelligence  information 
that  might  affect  immediate  or  pending  operations.  During  this  period  the  1-508 
used  an  Intelligence  net  and  (  able  to  reduce  the  amount  of  non-operatlonal 
traffic  over  the  Battalion  Command  Net  and  to  transmit  traffic  concerning  In¬ 
telligence  to  higher  headquarters  with  no  delay. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  the  Bn  S-2  set  up  and  maintain  an  Intelligence  net 
(S-2  TOC)  to  higher  headquarters  so  that  all  Intelligence  traffic  will  be  trans¬ 
mitted  over  this  net  and  not  tie  up  the  comnand  net. 

(4)  Use  of  Ranger  Teams 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  1-508  gained  valuable  information  concerning  enemy 
jovenrnt  from  the  ranger  teams. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  In  AO  HERCULFS  It  was  discovered  that  the  best  technique 
for  clandestine  Insertions  of  Ranger  Teams  Into  surveillance  sites  was  via 
attachment  to  TOE  units.  By  doing  this  the  1-508  obtained  valuable  Information 
and  the  Ranger  Teams  killed  4  VC/NVA  (BC). 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  Ranger  Teams  should  be  'ttached  to  a  company  slsed  element 
by  resupply  helicopter.  The  eleaient  wil  then  Rl*  into  the  desired  area  of  oper¬ 
ation  for  the  Ranger  Teams  and  will  drop  then  off  at  a  suitable  position,  then 

the  company  or  platoon  will  continue  with  Its  normal  mission. 

(5)  Overland  Troop  Movement  in  AO  SWORDFISH. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Due  to  the  inundated  nature  of  the  terrain  In  AO  SWORDFISH 
overland  movement  was  difficult. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  TVo  thousand  meters  per  day  wes  the  maxlmua  distance  rifle 
companies  could  be  expected  to  move,  .eyond  that  troops  became  exhausted,  both 
physically  end  mentally.  The  physical  condition  of  personnel  had  to  be  given 
more  than  the  usual  amount  of  consideration. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  When  possible,  unit  coamunders  should  plan  dally  oper¬ 
ations  that  do  not  cover  more  than  2  kilometers.  For  more  distant  and  extended 
operations,  helicopters,  river  patrol  boats  (PBR)  and  ski  barges  are  a  necessity. 
When  preparing  for  operations  In  areas  such  as  AO  SWORDFISH  personnel  must  be 
briefed  thoroughly  on  the  type  of  terrain  to  expect  and  also  be  told  to  carry  as 
light  a  load  as  possible.  Mission  essential  Items  (i.e.,  demolition  equipment) 
should  be  kept  on  hand  -t  the  FSE  helipad. 
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(6)  Navy  River  iatr«.l  Boats  (PHK) 

(a)  CBSLH VATION  i  In  areas  adjacent  to  tile  Van  Co  bong  and  Hen  iau.  Mvtrs, 
Mavy  riber  patrol  boats  (PER)  provided  an  excellent  iMOiui  ol  Lc«j.ijortation. 

(b)  EVALUATION!  Navy  River  Patrol  Boats  (FbR)  provided  an  eacotlent  hif^ily 
responsive  steans  for  moving  and  re-locating  troop  elosamts  a; id  for  Uio  clandestine 
insertions  and  extractions  of  siinpan  ambush  teams ,  Die  rivor  pat  *ol  boots  and 
Infantry  troops  conpllmented  each  other,  the  boats  transported  the  troop  elements 
and  the  troops  conducted  denial  operations,  preventing  hostile  forces  the  choree 
to  ambush  the  patrol  boats. 


(c)  ILiCOM  IKdATIUNi  Any  unit  operating  vicinity  of  Uuj  Vo m  Co  Dong  and/ 
or  the  Ben  Luc  Rivers  should  effect  stuff  coordination  with  hiver  Div  Kqs 
located  at  Ben  Inc.  Brigsue  level  JC I's  should  be  exchanged  with  the  hlvr  r  Div 
Hqa  at  Ben  Luo  to  insure  continued  and  close  eorimni  cot  ions  und  cooidlnatlon. 

(7)  Airmobile  Combat  Aaaaulte  and  Checkpoints  and  1  oppar  llisvlo.is. 

(a)  f hSKRVATlON:  in  ovitir  to  conduct  popper  c-por  avion.*  aroinat  Laid  in¬ 
telligence  or  swiftly  relocate  troop  r laments,  nelicopters  ru  l  neco.iitj  Jn 
Inundated  areas. 

(b)  EVALUATION!  Dus  to  tho  inundated  nature  of  the  terrain  and  a ‘nee  tho 
objective  of  the  battalion  was  to  conduct  denial  operations,  helicopters  became 
of  necessity  the  primary  moans  of  transport,  ttion  air  assets  w*im  available  they 
proved  to  be  invaluable.  Bet  idea  having  troops  alrllited  to  iwn  objectives  awlftly, 
having  experienced  and  efficient  gunshlpt  were  a  defiiite  as-dt  to  cover  oper¬ 
ations  and  to  spot  and  mark  enemy  personnel  and  positions.

(6)  Sampan  Operation. 

(a)  OBSERVATION!  Samians  were  used  for  quiet  ar.a  efficient  insertions  of 
daylight  patrols  and  night  „  nbuahes. 

(b)  EVALUATION i  Since  there  were  numerous  canals  suited  for  movement  by  ' 
sac^ane,  some  units  found  them  to  be  useful  to  cover  a  great  deal  of  gro;u«d  ef¬ 
fectively  with  the  niniumm  amount  of  time,  a  type  if  waterboriie  Eagle  Flight  was 
poe sills.  Three  to  four  men  were  able  to  move  in  one  uajipan,  five  to  six  sanpana 
were  used  together  to  provide  needed  security  and  an  adequate  size  force. 
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(o)  RLCOHMUJDATIONi  Battalion  aise  Clemente  ahouid  have  at  tholr  disposal 
when  operating  in  areaa  auch  aa  AO  SWORDFISH  at  leaat  ton  sampans.  Tic  v  win  be 
used  by  companies  when  leaders  doea  the  tactical  aituation  permit*.  Personnel 
using  thebe  sarpana  ahouid  have  adequate  conaunicationa,  be  at.rong  swimmers  and 
be  familiar  with  11  saving  techniques. 

(9)  Night  Firing  of  M-16  Rifle. 

(i '  OBSERVATIONS  In  a  combat  aituation,  through  questioning  of  troope, 
few  })'»rw'nnel  have  ever  fired  their  veapona  at  night. 

(b)  EVALUATIONS  It  haa  bean  proved  that  Individuals  have  a  tendency  to  fire 
high  during  the  houre  of  darKneaa  while  on  aabueh. 

(o)  RIXOMiQiDATION s  Ihat  all  personnel,  regardleea  of  time  In  country,  be 
allowed  to  fire  their  weapons  at  night,  while  the  cc  ipany  ia  on  a  stond-down  at 
the  lire  base.  It  will  be  done  on  the  battalion  firing  range  and  would  be  the 
ideal  time  to  conduct  night  firing  training* 

(10)  Joint  US/ARVN  Cordon  and  Search  Operations. 

(a)  OBSERVATION s  There  la  a  tendency  for  ARVN  units  to  select  too  large 
of  an  area  for  cordon  and  search  operations. 

(b)  EVALUATIONS  Areas  selected  by  aRVN  Wilts  were  too  large  to  be  adequate^ 
searched  for  the  number  of  troops  aaployed.  It  has  been  found  to  bo  better  to 
over-corden  and  nave  excess  starch  troops,  than  not  to  nave  enough. 

(e)  RECCKMENDATIQN s  Extensive  pUwlng  «  nd  coordination  should  be  conducted 
prior  to  a  Jelnt  US/ARVN  cordon  and  March  operation.  In  maqy  instances  the  cor¬ 
don  area  will  have  to  be  reduced  to  permit  e  successful  operation.

(a)  OBSERVATIONS  Pettonnel  assigned  duty  et  e  semi -permanent  fire  base  ahouid 
maintain  a  high  uegree  of  physical  combat  proficiency.

T.O.C.,  CoMSunl cations,  iedical,  Cooke,  and  Supply  pereccnelj  be¬ 
cause  of  the  nature  of  their  particular  jobs,  have  a  need  for  an  affective  physical 
training  program  in  order  tc  sain  tain  a  high  degree  of  physical  combat  proficiency. 

(c)  RECOHhELUATIGN  s  A  physical  training  program  incorporating  Army  TVill  1 
should  be  organised  for  the  above  Mentioned  personnel.  The  number  of  repetitions 
of  eneh  exercise  can  be  increased  as  desired  sip  to  12.  army  Drill  I  should  be  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  run  ig>  to  a  distance  of  one  mile  or  10  minutes.  It  la  recommended  that 
tlie  program  be  organised  and  supervised  by  Officers  *nd  NCCs.  Period  for  physical 
training  ahouid  bs  planned  so  that  all  those  personnel  working  in  shifts  can  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  participate. 
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(12)  AERO-Rifle  Flatocn 

(a)  bBSERVATIONi  The  Aero-Rifle  Platoon  may  b«  employed  in  an  economy  of  fore* 
rola. 

(b)  EVAIDATICNi  Tha  coopoaltlan  and  rapid  response  time  of  the  Aero-Rifle 
Platoon  makes  it  veil  suited  for  an  econcey  of  force  mission.  The  Aero-Rifle 
Platoon,  consisting  of  1  C&C,  1  Hunter-Killer  Team  and  2  lift  ships  with  person¬ 
nel,  could  be  deployed  against  tha  enemy  either  in  a  blocking  position  or  in  a 
limited  objective  attack.  After  the  initial  insertion  elements  organic  ffe  the 
battalion  could  be  inserted,  utilising  the  two  troop  helicopters* 

(c)  RECCKKsNDATXCHi  In  addition  to  Eagle  Flights  the  Aero-Rifle  Platoon 
should  be  available  for  use  in  the  economy  force  mission  against  small  local¬ 
ised  enemy  forces. 

(13)  Use  of  Riot  Control  Agent  CS  (Tear  Oas) 

(a)  OBSERVATION t  Riot  control  munitions  should  be  used  more  extensively, 
idM re  possible,  to  exploit  tactically  the  ability  to  teuporarily  oiunblo  unpro¬ 
tected  enemy  troops  or  "flush11  them  from  concealed  or  fortified  positions. 

(b)  EV1LD  ATI  OH:  All  Brigade  tactical  unite  are  currently  equipped  with  the 
2X28  lightweight  riot  control  agent  milk.  then  nen-pera latent  not.  control  muni¬ 
tions  ere  used,  such  as  the  058  (aerial)  or  E8  (grand),  the  CS  concentration 
usually  dissipates  within  10  minutes  after  e^loyment.  Riot  control  agent  CS 

may  temporarily  disable  unprotected  hostile  troops,  eupreea  their  fires,  "flush" 
them  oat  of  oonceeled  positions,  end  reduce  their  ability  to  maneuver.  Riot 
control  munitions  ere  especially  uaeful  vben  tha  exact  location  of  enemy  troope 
Is  unknoin,  in  oenss  vegetation,  or  in  conjunction  with  aeneor  readings,  as  one 
munition  (058)  will  initially  cover  an  area  of  approximately  65 00  square  tw  ters. 
Hoserrar,  these  muitions  should  not  he  employed  in  close  proximity  to  densely 
populated  arses,  as  tha  civilians  mr  experience  extreme  discomfort.  As  •  guide¬ 
line,  on  a  warm  day  (lapse  condition)  riot  control  munitions  should  not  be  employed 
within  2  klleeieter*  of  friendly  villages  (downwind  of  target  area))  on  ctol,  over 
east  days  (neutral  conditions)  the  minimum  distance  should  be  at  least  twice  this 

(e)  RZEOMfEXDATlOBSt  Riot  control  munitions  should  be  used  more  extensively 
weather  or  terrain  permitting,  to  reduce  enemy  observation,  fire  and  movement  or 
"flush"  from  concealed  positions,  especially  in  support  of  sensor  readings  or  when 
ec«y  location  is  uncertain. 

(lit)  Use  of  antiplant  agents  in  flrobmss/perimeter  defoliation. 

(*)  OBSERVATION:  Defoliants  or  tho  chemicals  used  te  defoliate  vegetation 
In  RTO,  are  in  extremely  short  supply  and  Insufficient  quantities  are  an  h»nd  far 
defoliation  of  all  areas  within  firehoses  and  base  oampe. 
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(b)  EVAUDATIONi  Defoliants  should  ba  usad  on  tha  vegetation  in  araaa  in- 
acoaaaabila  for  re  acral  by  Methods  auoh  aa  cutting,  or  burning.  These  nay  be 
areas  within  barbed  wire. aprons  or  contain  uncharted  minefields,  etc*  In  areas 
readily  accessible,  where  cutting  or  burning  may  not  be  used  for  re  moral  of  vegeta¬ 
tion,  a  mixture  of  JP-it  and  disel  fuel  (cos  to  one  ratio)  is  almost  an  effective 

as  the  defoliants  *  Rand  purpa ,  such  as  a  2^  gallon  hand  punp  fire  extinguisher 
should  be  used.

(2)  Nestor  ley  Change. 

(a)  OBSERVATION <  In  July,  II  Field  Force  established  a  eoaon  Nestor  Kay 
IJst  for  all  units  operating  within  the  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  In  order  to 
■aintain  cc^jatibility,  key  changes  euat  occur  simultaneously  in  all  units.  The 
tins  chosen  was  midalgkt,  local  tins. 

(b)  EVALUATION)  From  a  tactical  point  ef  view,  midnight  Is  the  least  de¬ 
sirable  time  for  a  key  change,  in  that  tha  maxima  nuaber  of  mummy  contacts  occur 
tram  2200-0200*  In  addition,  where  several  unite  share  the  seme  keygun,  moVing 
between  areas  at  night  to  change  key  settings  is  both  inconvenient  and  dangerous. 

(e)  RECOMMENDATION »  It  is  recomnded  that  the  daily  Neater  Key  change 
occur  at  06003* 

(3)  LOB  Radio  Problems. 

(a)  OBSERVATION]  Airing  heavy  rains,  the  LCH  FM  radios  (AH/ARC-51])  have 
proven  extremely  vulnerable  to  water  damage. 

(b)  EVALUATION i 

1.  The  LOH  does  not  have  the  weather  protection  enjoyed  by  the  Huey  end  is 
quite  susceptible  to  leeks  during  heevy  weather. 

2.  Rein  will  foils*  antenna,  control  and  handset  cables  late  the  radio  com¬ 
partment,  shorting  connectors  and  making  the  radie  inoperative. 

3*  Leoal  efforts  to  protect  cables  have  mat  with  only  limited  success. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATIONS  i  It  is  rmoeswJ^KtHtHftttkmprore  the  water  proofing 
ef  the  AN/ARC- 51*  radio. 
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(4)  Radios  in  Ambush  Sites. 

(a)  OBSERVATIONS:  In  assaulting  US  ambush  sites,  VC-NVA  units  often  d.rect 
initial  fire  against  the  unit  radio/radlo  operator. 

(h)  EVALUATION:  In  two  US  ambushes  that  made  heavy  contact  during  the  re¬ 
porting  period,  the  enemy  located  the  position  of  the  unit's  radio  prior  to  initiat¬ 
ing  their  asrault.  The  Initial  fire  then  took  out  the  radio,  radio  operator  and 
ambush  leader.  The  radio's  position  may  well  have  been  located  from  the  10'  whip 
antenna. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION: 

_1.  The  3-foot  whip  antenna  should  be  used  wherever  terrain  and  distance 
permit. 

2.  Sufficient  AN/GRA-39  remotes  should  be  provided  to  separate  the  platoon 
leader  from  his  radio  at  each  ambush  site. 

(5)  Signal  Civic  Action 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  A  manber  of  civic  action  projects  in  the  communications 
area  could  be  conducted  at  a  minimal  cost  to  the  government  if  a  source  for  minor 
items  of  Signal  equipment  were  available. 

(b)  EVALUATION: 

_l.  An  inter-hamlet  telephone  system  was  established  by  this  Brigade  for  the 
village  of  Vl.-h  Loc.  Expendable  items  such  as  telephone  poles  and  wire  were  ob¬ 
tained  with  i:o  difficulty,  but  telephones  and  a  manual  switchboard  were  unobtain¬ 
able  through  either  normal  logistics  channels  or  through  Civic  Action  Agencies. 

2.  The  return  in  security  and  economic  development  for  the  limited  system 
already  Installed  has  been  enormous.  Howevtr.  nr  expansion  of  this  system  is 
possible  without  additional  equipment. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATIONS:  Non-expendable  items  of  military  equipment  should  be 
available  through  normal  supply  channels  for  use  to  Civic  Action  projects.  Approval 
of  these  projects  at  Division  or  Separate  Brigade  level  should  be  sufficient 
authority  to  requisition.
